were sawed and placed together 
with chewing gum to avoid de- 
tection. 


Keeper Bound 


When John Corbett. keeper, en- 


tered the cell block on the ground 
floor to punch a clock, a routine 
duty, one of the prisoners pounced 
on him. bound him with sheets 
taken from the cell bed and took 
his keys. The prisoner then liber- 
ated the other two convicts and 
the trio made their way to the 
guard room on the same 
floor.

United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Long-haul costs give an increas- 


ing advantage to the farmer who 
grows timber for nearby consump- 
tion. The farmer who grows his 
own timber, the 
forest 
service 


points out. finds that he can. mar- 
ket any surplus at a price that is 
set primarily by competition of 
lumber 
that 
includes 
a heavy 


charge for freight. This has creat- 
ed a growing advantage for saw 
logs from farm woods that are in 
or near areas where "there is no 
longer enough timber to supply 
the local demand. 


Good farming land is ordinarily 


too valuable for timber culture 
but on land that has been in the 
marginal classification, 
the 
in- 


creasing overhead for hauling has 
been tipping the balance in favor 
of more farm woodlands and short- 
haul forestry.

FROM THORNS TO CARESSES 


FOR BUSINESS 


It is astonishing to observe how con- 


cerned men in office have suddenly be- 
come about the welfare of business and 
industry. 


Until a few weeks ago business was 


kicked, gouged and damned. 
Now we 


must see to it that we do not go the other 
extreme and coddle it. Business doesn't 
need to be carried around on a feather 
pillow. It will get along and do its great 
share in the creation of a happy life for 
America if it is merely treated in a prac- 
tical and honest manner. 


The warning about going the other ex- 


treme seems appropriate in view of the 
policy announced by the governor of 
Louisiana. He says that his state "guar- 
antees incoming industry that there will 
be no political meddling with its affairs." 


We would like to be informed how 


such a guarantee can be delivered. 
Pos- 


sibly it is nothing more than word of 
mouth and in general terms. 
Certainly 


it should not be favoritism. A petted in- 
dustry, like a petted child, seldom becomes 
very robust, and if it seems to prosper 
for a time it surely fails to earn the de- 
pendability it should. 


Louisiana also offers industry a ten- 


year exemption from any of the ordinary 
real estate or plant taxes. 
This is a 


furious blunder to make. It is not only 
wrong but its demonstration in the past 
has been almost zero. 


Any industry that cannot live without 


exemption from taxation is never going 
to do the community in which it is built 
very much good. Chambers of Commerce- 
have tried the lure of tax 
exemption 


from coast to coast in good times and bad 
and their reports generally agree that the 
community lost its taxes and failed to 
gain a dependable industry though it often 
secured just another burden. 


The main difficulty with policies of 


a vindictive nature against business that 
have been popular since Mr. Roosevelt 
came to office is that they represent an 
extreme swing of the pendulum and so 
often invite a swing to the other ex- 
treme. 


If we are to retain our boasted balance 


of good sense it will be necessary to re- 
strain men like Louisiana's governor who 
kick industry one day and nearly smother 
it with kisses the next. 


A TASK FOR YOUTH 


Most of the crop of June graduates 


already has found places on the first 
rung of the ladder leading to fame and 
fortune. 


The demands of the job will occupy 


these young men and women almost to the 
exclusion of all else for a long time to 
come. 


The pace is swift and one who seeks 


success must marshal his energies and 
press steadily on toward his goal. His 
job must come first 


All this may be granted and, still, an 


expression of regret be permitted that 
many young graduates sink themselves 
so deeply in their -work that they are 
blind to the world about them. 


These graduates of American colleges 


have received a liberal education in the 
fullest meaning of the term. They have 
been privileged to study in some of the 
world's finest schools. The world loses 
if and when they subordinate all else 
to the demands of their jobs and lock 
away the liberal attitudes they 
have 


gained in lecture rooms and in campus 
conversations. 


The test of a liberal education is after 


all not what a young man is at gradua- 
tion but what the student's breadth of 
vision is fifteen or twenty years after 
graduation. 


This is not an argument that a young 


man should fail to give the most lo his 
job in order that he may indulge in 
rambling philosophising. But the world 
needs persons who are trained to think 
clearly and objectively, and it needs most 
of all young persons who possess those 
abilities. 


These graduates will be the leaders of 


tomorrow. They must find their places 
in a world that is changing rapidly. If 
they can keep abreast of change, keep the 
cool heads and the courageous convictions 
their education has given them, a world 
that so badly needs their intelligence 
and their courage will be the better for 
their presence. 


WHY THE ENGLISH BEAT US 


Announcement comes from Mexico that 


President Cardenas last week signed a 
contract with the Royal Dutch Shell giv- 
ing it highly valuable concessions in Mex- 
ican oil fields which are regarded as 
among the richest hi the world. 


The contract necessitates the expendi- 


ture by the British company of millions 
in the development required, a risk con- 
sidered rather hazardous under the pre- 
vailing conditions. The most dangerous 
of these conditions is the inclination upon 
the part of the Mexican government to 
take what it can get and after it has re- 
ceived the benefits of all available contri- 
butions then to deny aliens any of the 
fruits of their contracts, in other words 
to break agreements at will which is but 
little short of open thievery. 


And yet a British company going into 


Mexico enters with a grea"t advantage 
over any American- company. 


The British are not 
parties to the 


Neighborly Policy. They are too realistic. 


The British government interests it- 


self whenever Britons are tricked by half • 
civilized regimes comparable to that in 
Mexico. They do not send gun boats. That 
is rather an obsolete method of dealing 
with a foreign problem. There are other 
methods and perhaps even more powerful 
ones. Every great nation, and none more 
than America, has means available to stay 
or avoid pure acts of outlawry when 
aimed at its citizens. 


The English policy is not to support 


Britons merely because they are Britons. 
It 5s to support them when they are clear- 
ly right. 
When the facts are in doubt 


or the case comes within some zone of 
uncertainty the British government retires 
from the field realizing that its citizens 
who do business abroad must accept some 
risk in entering countries that border 
upon the barbarous or semi-civilized. 


Royal Dutch Shell, so long as it has 


a perfectly plain contract, may enter -the 
Mexican oil fields, create commerce for 
British ships, jobs for British sailors, divi- 
dends for British'stockholders, and an es- 
sential article for the use of the British 
navy, with little fear that the Mexican 
government will dare to steal its prop- 
erty. 


What Americans would have the hardi- 


hood to do likewise? 


The American knows that under the 


present administration he is the pawn of a 
.delightful and charming idea called the 
Neighborly Policy which greatly enter- 
tains long-haired and bespectacled men 
and women of our own and also the smart 
Mad Hatters who become rulers of the 
wild Latin American countries and need 
money. 


Insofar 
as American property and 


American rights are concerned the Neigh- 
borly Policy, fairly interpreted, means 
"Come and get it." Nor did it take Mexico 
and others further south long to appre- 
ciate its sweetness. 


Any of the countries involved who do 


not strip American firms of all their in- 
vestments within their borders must be 
classified as either blind to their oppor- 
tunities or sufficiently advanced along 
the high road of civilization to renounce 
dishonorable national policies. 


Britain still looks with steadfast eye 


upon the rights of the British the world 
over. 


Under the Neighborly Policy we look 


awov as soon as an American is attacked. 


SAVING DEMOCRACY AGAIN 


Someone is always picking on Russia. 
After the promulgation by the Soviets 


of "the most democratic constitution in 
the world"' Brazil has with the manners 
of a pirate taken the spotlight with its 
new constitution, proudly proclaimed as 
a "savior of democracy."- 


A democratic constitution 
in Russia 


harbors no criticism. Any reflection on it 
by Ivan is washed out in blood. 


So great is the constitution of Brazil 


that it does away with the usual prin- 
ciple of legislatures, abolishes Napoleon's 
nightmare, a free press, and suspends pay- 
ment of all foreign debts. 


We fear the people of the world have 


lillle understanding of democracy if they 
think that the way to protect it is by 
abolishing it and the way to make it 
common to all is by shooting those who 
wish to partake of it.

A REAL LOSS TO GERMANY 


The resignation of Dr. Mjalmar Schacht as 


German Minister of Economics, long ago offer- 
ed, has r.ow been accepted, and the only fiscal 
leader of the present Reich regime in whom 
other countries have measurable confidence is 
no lor.ccr even a nominal participant in the 
Third Reich's Socialistic experiments which he 
protested. The fact that Dr. Schacht is expected 
to resign as president of the Reichsbank next 
April when his term expires likewise presages 
a further slump of outside support for the nazi 
efforts to stabilize trade. If Schacht quit this 
post. Colonel-General Hermann Goering. who 
has really been economic dictator for months, 
must be his own "front," 


Dr. Schacht, not a nazi nor in sympathy with 


Hitlcrism, has been retained because his finan- 
cial genius and tr.c magic of his name have 
helped keep German currency stable. He had 
opposed the socialization of industry now being 
prcsrcd. Ho had urged curtailment of the arma- 
ment program. His conservative internal finan- 
cial policy had extended lo earnest solicitude 
for foreign trade. He counteracted tha more 
radical elements of tnc Hitler government, and 
thus the man whom Montagu Norman called 
the "greatest living central banker" had been 
for years the chief hope of ultimately sojnd fi- 
nance in Germany. 


Apparently, his zeal for his Fatherland has 


finally lost out in the highly personalized com- 
petition in Berlin. General Goering' opposed 
Schachl's economic philosophy and now, as 
Commissar of the Four-Year Plan, apparently 
finds no further need of pretense to fiscal sta- 
bility. It is a misfortune for Germany that Dr. 
Schacht has thus been forced out of the frame 
as well as the picture.—-Philadelphia Inquirer.

CHAFING AND CHAPPING 


If we regard eczema or dermati- 


tis as a disease it is rather absurd, 
but if we regard it as a simple re- 
action . f the skin to irritation it is 
not unreasonable to attribute the 
trouble to cold weather or winter 
in some instances or to hot weather 
or summer in 
others. 
Indeed 


Pusey's textbook of Dermatology, 
one of the classics in this field, con- 
tains an illustration of aecase of 
"Demtatis Aestivalis," eczema or 
skin 
inflammation 
ascribed 
by 


Prof. Pusey to hot weather. 


A familiar 
skin, 
inflammation 


(call it eczema or dermatitis as you 
prefer) indirectly du e to 
hot 


weather or excessive warmth, is 
chafing or scalding, tho excessive 
warmth alone will never produce 
this reaction. Friction and the di- 
rect irritation and retained excre- 
tions (sebum and sweat) are es- 
sential factors. 


To relieve 
chafing 
bathe 
the 


scaled surfaces with tepid 
water 


and very little soap, rinse the soap 
away with plain water, dry by 
patting, not 
rubbing, with 
soft 


towel, and then powder freely with 
borated talcum or with compound 
zinc stearate powder. Or, if the 
surface is 
moist 
(from 
exuded 


serum, weeping), smear 
it with 


fresh castor oil or with soft petro- 
latum (petroleum jelly) and cover 
with a clean soft hnen cloth for 
protection. Nothing is better for 
prevention or relief of chafing than 
exposure of the surface to the air. 


"Heat rash" or "prickly heat" is 


a form of eczema or skin irritation 
directly due to excessive clothing 
or covers and the irritation of de- 
composing sebum or sweat which 
would be normally disposed of by 
oxidation if the surface were ex- 
posed to the air. The sweat duct 
orifices become red. swollen, in- 
flamed, itchy, burning. Bathe gent- 
ly with tepid starch water or bran 
water (small handful of cornstarch 
or wheat bran in basin of water), 
dry with soft towel, and powder 
freely with cornstarch powder and 
boric acid powder mixed half and 
half. Avoid soap. Leave the af- 
fccteu skin exposed to the air. The 
regular use of borated 
talcum 


powder or compound zinc stearate 
powder tends to prevent prickly 
heat. 


Chapping or cracking of the lips, 


hands or face is a familiar result 
of exposure to cold weather and 
wind, when the skin is dried out or 
its natural sebum 
removed by 


strong soaps, alkalis, gasoline, hard 
water or irritated by other chem- 
icals. Chapping or cracking of the 
lips occurs chiefly during cold 
weather and in persons who have 
a habit of constantly moistening the 
lips with saliva. It is best prevented 
by the use of any good lipstick, 
cerate or simole lip salve. To make 
a good lip'salve: 


Melt together one ounce of Sper- 


maceti, two ounces of Olive oil. one- 
half ounce of White 
wax in a 


double boiler. When melted, remove 
from fire, let cool, then stir in four 
droos of oil or rose geranium, and 
if desired a few drops of cochinneal 
to tint Both perfume and tint may 
be omitted if preferred. Aoply the 
lip salve as needed with finger'ip.

A Bystander 
In Washington 


BY FKESTON GROVER 


Washington — A prosperous Eng- 


lish builder spent a week or so vis- 
iting in important circles here re- 
cently and his comment on the 
British labor and industrial situa- 
tion prompted some new thinking 
over here. 


The builder is John Laing of Lon- 


don, head of J. L. Laing and Son, 
Ltd., described here as one of the 
biggest construction firms in Eng- 
land. 


Laing apparently made no effort 


to outline for his American listen- 
ers what he thought of the Amer- 
ican labor problem. He simply drew 
comparisons between the current 
policy in Britain and previous ones. 


British building labor, he said, 


received wage increases from time 
to time as prosperity began its re- 
turn there a few years ago. Ulti- 
mately, however, a change in the 
method of making the increases de- 
veloped. Instead of increasing the 
hourly wage with" a resultant in- 
crease in building costs, working 
men were given assurance of stead- 
ier work during the year which 
would give them an annual income 
equal to what an hourly wage in- 
crease would have brought them.

* 
* 
Reduce House Cost 


The result was that the work- 


men were kept busy over a longer 
period each year. They built more 
houses, and the houses cost less and 
thus were more easily sold. 


Laing said British house build- 


ers were employed 48 to 50 weeks 
a year. In America, some of his 
auditors estimated, house builders 
were at work not more than 30 
weeks a year on the average. The 
resulting deduction is that Ameri- 
can house builders produce only 
30 weeks worth of work for their 
annual income, and house costs are 
comparably higher. 


Laing estimated that 
the 
unit 


cost of a house in England 
had 


been reduced 30 per cent by the 
new method of calculating wages 
on an annual basis instead of an 
hourly basis. 


Of course actually the working 


man is paid a lower rate per hour 
for 48 to 50 weeks of work than he 
would be paid i£ he earned the 
same annual income in 30 weeks. 
But 
the lower cost of building 


houses has been a spur to British 
industry for some time. 


Caused Some Examination 


There are many valid arguments 


against such a-course, one of which 
is that if the working man consents 
to take a lower wage per hour he 
will simply get less pay for himself, 
at least until investors get interest- 
ed in the building field. 


However, the Laing story has 


stirred some government officials 
to the point of examining our re- 
cent policy of encouraging labor 
to get high hourly pay — at a pos- 
sible sacrifice of less time on the 
job. 


It would require a hardy public 


official to come out with a recom- 
mendation that labor accept a shad- 
ing of hourly pay in return for a 
promise of longer work each year, 
even if he could predict with some 
assurance that the annual income 
would be the same or higher. 


But there is a fair possibility that 


part of the recent coolness felt here 
toward urgent labor demands is 
due to a belief that high hourly 
wage levels were one of the factors 
contributing to the current business 
recession. 


There again, however, the ques- 


tion is highly 
debatable. Likely

Is Pledge of New 
Attitude and Era 


The Appeal for Coopera- 
tion Will be W i d e l y 
Echoed, Lawrence Says

Washington — President

velt's message to congress is so ut- 
terly unlike any previous commu- 
nication from the executive to the 
legislative in the last four 
years

Deal. 


Mr. Roosevelt 


has executed as 
adroit a 
piece 


of reconciliation 
between the on- 
rush of his re-

program 


and the necessary Tempering of that 
program now to new conditions as 
any political leader in his position 
could possibly have made. In fact, if 
the message is viewed in military 
terms as a strategic ictreat, but 
•with an impressive rear guard ac- 
tion, some idea of the true signifi- 
cance of its march can be obtained. 


The message will be helpful to 


business and is to be commended 
for the restraint it breathes both in 
tone and purpose. The president 
calls for "cordial and confident co- 
operation not only between govern- 
ment and every kind of citizen—but 
also between every kind of citizen 
and his government." 


In those words may be read the 


pledge of a new era and a new at- 
titude, something for which critics 
have contended for more than three 
years. It makes the criticism that 
has been spoken and written, irre- 
spective of the shafts of intolerant 
supporters of 
the 
administration, 


even more worth while now that 
Air. Roosevelt lias accepted the 
course that has been 
repeatedly 
urged upon him. 


The appeal for cooperation will 


be widely echoed and it will be ac- 
cepted by business men. of large 
and small enterprises. The reason 
is that, when the president of the 
United States frankly concedes that 
there has been "a marked reces- 
sion in industrial production and 
industrial purchases 
following a 


fairly steady advance for more than 
four years," it is no time for quib- 
bling about politics or personalities 
but a time for genuine cooperation. 


The skeptics will, of course, won- 


der if the president will square his 
words about helping business with 
his performance in the future. The 
answer is that the president has 
no other choice. Public funds for 
"pump-priming" have run out. Pri- 
vate funds for 
"pump-priming" 


must take their place, and Mr. Roo- 
sevelt knows when that stage is 
reached he must have the whole- 
hearted cooperation 
of the 
very 


men who manage the production 
and distribution and financial en- 
terprises of the nation. 


Meeting1 Ground 


The president is right .when he 


says that "underlying conditions are 
not unfavorable," and he is even 
more reassuring when he adds that 
"obviously an immediate task is to 
try to increase the use of private 
capital to create 
employment." 


There are many parts of the speech 
that will irk conservatives because 
here and there the president 
re- 


turns to his pet theories about pur- 
chasing power. Yet. in the follow- 
ing paragraph from the message, 
conservatives, liberals and radicals- 
can find a meeting ground if they 
wish: 


"Private enterprise with cooper- 


ation on the part of government can 
advance to higher levels of indus- 
trial activity than those 
reached 


earlier this year. Such advance will 
assure balanced budgets. But also, 
government cannot let nature take 
its course without regard to conse- 
quences. If private enterprise does 
not respond, government must take 
up the slack.'' 


This is but another way of say- 


ing that an overnight balancing of 
the budget or complete stoppage 
suddenly of all government spend- 
ing would be more harmful than 
beneficial to the economic svstcm. 
The essential point is that thc'presi- 
dent looks to the system of private 
capital and initiative to get the 


country out o£ the present depres- 
sion and build soundly for the fu- 
ture. Nobody could ask for a more 
concrete concession to conservative 
argument than Mr. Roosevelt has 
just made. 


What the whole message really 


does is to state the problems of the 
hour with a tone and purpose that 
makes them palatable to all but the 
groups which have made up their 
minds that nothing the Roosevelt 
administration will ever do can be 
right. 


This correspondent, and 
others 


who have questioned 
the 
presi- 
dent's policies and who will con- 
tinue to do so when they appear to 
be headed in a wrong direction, be- 
lieve in the objectives and purposes 
of legitimate liberalism. And when 
Mr. Roosevelt expresses a doctrine 
in conformity with sound econom- 
ics and principles that have become 
almost axiomatic in the experience 
of the nation, there is every reason 
to applaud. 


The president's comments about 


taxation are couched in broad terms 
but they are eminently more sati- 
factory than any mention he has ev- 
er made of changes in our tax laws. 
In this, Mr. Roosevelt is following 
closely the outline of policy made 
last week by Secretary of the Trea- 
sury Morgenthau in his address be- 
fore the American Academy of Po- 
litical Science. The emphasis on the 
needs of smaller businesses is es- 
pecially encouraging and the pub- 
lic will do well not to overlook this 
phraseology in that connection: 


"Small businesses or even those 


of average size have difficulties of 
financing and distribution which 
are not shared by large corpora- 
tions." 


Effect Is. Same 


This is precisely what has been 


contended 
about the administra- 


tion's policies heretofore, that they 
help the monopolies and hurt the 
small businesses of America and 
that, whether this was intentional 
or inadvertent, the 
effect is the 
same. 


Naturally, the president's refer- 


ences to the proposed wage 
and 


hour bill will be minutely examin- 
ed. He has not changed his purpose, 
bnut he has changed his pace. Uni- 
form minimum hour and 
wage 


standards is not an immediate legis- 
lative aim but "an ultimate goal." 
This means that eventually Amer- 
ica wilt work out a plan for mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours on 
which both federal and stale gov- 
ernments can operate together and 
thus prevent unjust competition be- 
tween states of low and 'high stan- 
dards, respectively, a desirable ob- 
jective, provided the states 
and 


federal 
government do cooperate 


and the whole job is not left to a 
political bureaucracy in Washing- 
ton. 


The one unfortunate thing in an 


otherwise splendid message was Mr. 
Roosevelt's effort to send a mess- 
age to the supreme court of the 
United States. He has never appar- 
ently become icconcilcd to the fact 
that the judiciary is a coordinate 
branch of the government and not 
a department or agency of the ex- 
ecutive. In speaking of a proposect 
act of congress on farm legisla- 
tion, Mr. Roosevelt says boldly: 


"1 hope and believe that the su- 


preme court will not again deny to 
farmers the protection which it now 
accords to others." 


The president, by that phraseolo- 


gy and action, would have 
the 


American people believe that the 
supreme court of the United States 
is a legislative and political body 
and not an institution for the inter- 
pretation of the .statutes in accord- 
ance with constitutional 
law and 


that it must surrender to expedient- 
just as do the political branches o 
the government. Even it Mr. Roose 
veil thinks the court is now politi 
cal minded, which, of course, wil 
never be conceded, it is too 1 
that he wants the court always .,, 
be regarded as political even when 
it shall be comprised for the mos 
part of his appointees. But his fling 
at the supreme court may prove 
meaningless if Mr. Roosevelt 
ap 


points real judges hereafter and 
lets the judges do their own dc 
ciding without public pressure.

Newspapers are sold by men in 


England, almost never 
by boys. 


Now and then, but not often, a 
woman cares for a little newsstand 
on the sidewalk. 


To give the public an idea of 


the news in the latest papers the 
paper-seller holds up a poster with 
such words on it as "Italy's Reply" 
or "Bombing of Shanghai." 


An English newsman. 


Sometimes the wording on the 


posters is amusing. 
Years ago, 


I saw these words on one of them, 
"The 
King Takes a Walk." This 


was not so funny as it may seem— 
the king had been sick before he 
took the walk. 


The posters do much to take 


the place of headlines. There are 
newspapers in England which have 
no news headlines on the 
front 


page. 
Time and again, 
I have 


found the first three, or five, pages 
filled with want-adds—just solid 
pages of small-print notices. 
To 


find the real news of the world, I 
often have had to turn to 
page 


seven 
or nine. The editorials or 


"leaders" are commonly 
printed 


on page six or eight, just before 
the main news page. 


Those statements are 
true of 


many, but not all. of the 
news- 


papers. Some have 
front 
pages 


which are packed with news, and 
which have headlines three or four 
columns wide. An example of this 
kind of paper is the "London Dail> 
Herald." It has a circulation of more 
than 2,000,000 copies per day, and 
is sold all over Great Britain. 


Some London newspapers have 


special editions printed in Birming- 
ham, 
Liverpool and other cities 


Cities outside London also have 
local papers, but usually they are 
not 
very 
important. 
The besi 


known local paper in Great Britain 
is the Manchester Guardian." 


Even the big London daily pap- 


ers 
seldom, have more than 20 


or 24 pages. Some of them have 
only 12 pages. I have 
observed 


no daily paper with a full page of 
comic strips, but some have one 
or two strips, each day. Children': 
departments are popular. 
Almost 


every large paper has a daily sec- 
tion of reading material lor boys 
and girls. 


Sunday 
newspapers 
are 
not 


much larger than the daily ones. 
One of them is of tabloid size, and 
is called the "Sunday Pictorial," A 
recent copy is before me as I write. 
It is illustrated with many pictures, 
One page is called "A Page of 
Fun for All Boys and Girls." It con- 
tains two' black-and-white comic 
strips, and two reading 
articles.

One of these pleasant fancies is that 
trailering is next door to a bill-less 
Eden, a sort of manna-in-the-wil- 
derness existence where expenses 
cease from troubling and the lame 
and aching pocketbook can 
find 


rest. True, figuring out the initial 
cost, depreciation of the trailer etc., 
the cost of living in the roaming 
home is less than any other form of 
traveling except tent dwelling. But 
trailering entails some special ex- 
penses all its own and is likely to 
accumulate an added burden before 
the regulators and taxers on the one 
hand and the expanding tastes of 
the traveler himself on the other 
have finished their activities. 


One of the added costs of a trail- 


er tour is for toll bridges. The ever- 
ready toll bridge managers have 
placed trailers in a special fee class 
and the rate in general is about 50 j 
per cent more than the charge for 
the car and driver. Toll bridges are 
not numerous in the

north but south of Mason and Dix- 
on's line their number increases as 
the level of prosperity is generally 
below that of the northern states 
Crossing the great bridge at the 
confluence of the Mississippi, Ohio 
and Cache rivers at Cairo, 111., costs 
$1 50 of which 50 cents is for the 
trailer.

load. Therefore travelers, where a 
choice of routes is available with- 
out appreciable sacrifice of distance 
will choose that which is free from 
the toll costs. It pays the trailer and 
other tourist to study his route in 
advance with this in mind. Manj 
of the road maps given out free at 
filling stations indicate at river 
crossings where toll bridges or fer- 
ries are maintained. In addition, it 
is also wise to make advance in- 
quiries near a crossing—such as St. 
Louis, Mo.,—in order to learn which 
is the least costly way to cross. At 
some points ferries run at a less 
cost than the toll bridges.

In Rural Districts 


.Winnebago County Super-

Report to Board 


Oshko*h—Reports of Eva C. Mon- 


son, Winnebago county superinten- 
dent of schools, and of the apprais- 
al committee occupied the atten- 
tion of the county board this morn- 
ing. Miss 
Monson stated 
nine 


months attendance by children of 
school age instead of six months is 
now required by state law. She 
also stated that 81 per cent of the 
school district in the county have 
less than 25 pupils. 


Shortage of teachers for country 


schools was predicted by the county 
superintendent in the near future. 
She stated at present the appropria- 
tion for the county is 338 teachers. 
Number of teachers under the jur- 
isdiction of Miss Monson is 
116 


while there are 27 in Menasha, 47 
in Neenah and 142 in Oshkosh. This 
does not take into account high 
school teachers, she said. Miss Mon- 
son pointed out that the last legis- 
lature set a minimum salary for 
rural teachers at $80 a 
month 


which will be increased to $85 a 
month in 1939. 


Data of the county school system 


as presented by Miss Monson is as 
follows: 3,036 pupils taught by 130 
teachers; 57 taught on licenses or 
certificates issued by the superin- 
tendent of schools; 56 taught on first 
grade certificates; 16 on 
second 


grade certificates and one on a third 
grade certificate. 


In her financial statement Miss 


Monson said that 21 school districts 
in the county have a valuation of 
$116,000 to $199.000; 43 have a valu- 
ation of $200.000 to $299,000; 10 have 
a valuation of $300.000 to $399.000: 
with the rest scattering up to a 
valuation of one million dollars. 


Valuation Important 


The valuation of the school dis- 


trict, Miss Monson said, is impor- 
tant because it indicates the amount 
of mill tax to be levied for school 
purposes. The average valuation for 
Winnebago county districts with 
one-room schools is $284,454. 


Total disbursement for Winneba- 


go county schools in 1937 was $188.- 
328.72 with total receipts of $248,998. 
46, leaving a balance of $60,669.74 on 
June 30, 1937. Unpaid bills, out- 
standing bonded indebtedness, state 
trust loans and frozen assets totaled 
$103.884.39. 


Mention was made of the con- 


struction this year of the Spring 
Road school in the town of Men- 
asha at a cost of $24.000 and the 
Lakeview school in the town of 
Neenah at a cost of $22,000.

that of factories, mills and shops 
that employ a full time electrician 
of which such an inspection is part 
of his duties. 


When an electrical inspection is 


made the contractor installing the 
apparatus would pay a fee varying 
according to the value of the instal- 
lations made. Fees would run from 
50 cents for a value of $5 to $50. to 
$5 for a value of $300 or more. After 
inspection a certificate of inspec- 
tion would be issued to the contrac- 
tor or builder.
